Killing of them. Why ? Becauſe their Orders were but purſuant. 

to the 1nſiruttzons they had from Conrt.. Where will this Lodge 

the Murther ? The Deſign, it it well enough known, is to put it 
upon Sir John Dalrymple, commonly calPd Maifter of Stair, one of 
| the Secrerarys for Scotland, becaule he is not ſo Fiery a Presbyterian- 
as the other Secretary, 7ames Johnſton, who hath it by Inheritance 
to love Crown and Mitre alike; and to have a juſt Reward for it. 

But Dalrymple is only a Libertine, or. Latitudinarian, One of the.

zery, or what elſe is ſet up, provided the People be ecafie with it.

THEY produced Nine Letters of Dalrymple?s (of which I have 
Copys) concerning the Maſſacre of Cltco, And I ſhall have oc- 
caſion to mention them hereafter ; I will now fet down thetr ſe- 
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veral Dates, and .Dzreitions; and quote them to fave Repetition, on- 
ly by their Number, Letter 1. 11. iii. Ge. The two firſt are di- 


rected to Lieutenant Callonel Hamilton, and bear Date, one the 1. 


and the other the 3d. Decemb. 1691, the 4. next are to Sir Thomas 
Levingſton, of theſe ſeyeral Dates, 7. 9. 11. and 16 Fanuary 1698. 
Then follow two more to Collonel #i/, of the 16th. and 3oth. of 
the ſame:month : And laſtly,. ore of the 30th. Ditto, to Sir Thomas 
Levingſton. lt ſeems very ſtrange that K. W. would ſuffer theſe 


Letrers to be expoſed to the Parltament in Scorland, being moſt of 
- them wrote by his Order, enlarging upon, and enforcing the Exc- 


cution of 1»/{ruttons, ſent with them for the Mafſucre of Glenco, &c, 
and the Regard' which his Dear Fresbyterians, and his Favorrite 


. Fobnſbon, in particular, had to his Honour, was very ſlender, when, 


to Compaſs their Ends, they Load him ſo fouly, that they mighr 
load Dalrymple too. Fohnſton ſayes, No, But that he joreſeeing (be- 
cauſe ſome ſay, of his own Comriving) that the Parliament (who 
are moſt of them his: Crezrares, to their Honour be it ſpoken) 
would fall upon the buſineſs of Gleneo ; and that they muſt be, at 
leaſt ſeeming/y Gratified in it, otherwiſe that it might obſtruC the 
Money- Bills, did therefore, adviſe his Maſter to ſend down a Com- 


- miſſion to:men of. his own chooſing, to enquire into the Aﬀair of 


Glenco; but withal, to give ſecret 1nftruftions to his Commiſſioner, 
to keep, up the ſaid Commiſſion, unleſs the Parliament ſhould enter 
upon that buſineſs: And if they -did, then to produce the faid 
Commiſſion, to ſhew his Majeſty's Innecence, by his Care to have it 
Examined; and withal, it would take the Exarnination of it out 
of the hands .of Parliament Committees, who might not manage 
ſo dextrouſly, as thoſe of his own naming. 

THINGS being thus ſtated, and the neceſſary Orders given, it 
is vilely ſuſpetted, that Johnſton procured the Matter to be ſtarted 
in Parliament, whereby, at once, to get rid of his Kiva! Secre- 
tary, and Root up the intereſt of any, who had bur an indifferen- 
cy towards Epiſcopacy at Court ; though to the utter Shipwreck, of 
his Maffers Honour, to be Recorded for all Pofteriries (as if it 
. were inſeparable from ſome Conſtitutions to terray thoſe they 
ſerve, even though they wiſh them well, and muſt ſtand and fall 
with them.) For conſidering the influence Johnſton hath in that 
Parliament, and that they have never yet oppoſed his Will in any 


. thing; and that he has been aþle to ſuppreſs the leaſt murmur, 


or hint, that looked towards Glenco, when the Fatt was New 
B Com- 
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Committed ; and the horror of it freſp and bleeding; and now for 
three years after : I ſay, It is not ſuppoſed by. men who under- 
ſtand that Parliament, that it could have been brought upon the 
Stage, when it was almoſt dead and forgotten, if the hand of Foab 
had not been in it : but let him look to that 1 have only to 
add as a Completion of the ſoflowing Narrative, that 1 can, from 
unqueſtionable Vouchers, give the Reader an-Account of the Or- 
ders from Court to Sir Thomas Levingſton, and Collonel Hill, which 
are not in the following Narrative ; and when the Reader is told 
that Hamiltoz (whoſe Order to Duncanſon is inſerted) had his Or- 
der from Levingſtonr, and Collonel Hill; Then he has the whole 
thread, viz. W. R's Order to Levingfton, and Hill; Levingſton 
and Hill to Hamilton; Hamilton to Duncanſon;, and Duncanſon to 
&len-lyozz, who was the Butcher. 

' YOU find in the Gazerrs Two ſet of Inſtruftions, one of the 
"21th. the other of the 16th. Far. 1693. and I will give you an Ac- 
. count of them both. Thoſe of the 11ch. did expreſly Order Fire 
'-and' Swozd, '[thoſe were the words] againſt all the High-Land- 
' Clans, who had not taken the Oaths. After they were ſent away, 
my Lord Carmarthen (now Leeds) being told of it, by Dalrymple 
(as 1 am-informed) did repreſent it to K..W. as a thing ſo un- 
known in theſe Countrys, which are Governed by Laws, That 
Fire «nd Sword would ſound very harſhly ; no ſuch words having 
ever been heard from any of our Native Kings. This procured 
the mitigation of that Order, by the Inftraftions of the 16th. 
which poured all the Thunder upon Glenco : Becauſe ſome Sacrifice 
muft be made ! what concerned Glenco was in the 4h. of theſe 1:-

And leſt this ſhould not be ſufficiently taken Notice of; and 
that he might have a Voucher, whea time comes, he took Care to 
inform Sir Thomas Levingſton punCtually of it, in the ſame Let- 
ter, which Encloſed the firſt moſt Bloody Inſtructions, of the 
11th. Fax. 1695. for an Unijverſai Maſſacre of All, who had not 
taken the Oaths.

And then he tells Sir Thomas, That he had the-Account 
of Gleneo's having taken the Oarhs with feveral others 3 and that 
he had been with the Xp, concerning it, and Infruttjons ſhould 
be ſent, &c. ?Tis true, his Letter of the 11. which went with 
the 7ntrufions, ſayes, = That Argyle told him Glenco had not 


taken the @arhs. But this was no more than Hear-ſay; and it was 


not true. ForGlenco had taken the Oaths before that time ; ac- 
cording'to the Account which the: Secretary owned was ſent tohim. 
And Argyle was an Enemy to Glenss, as appears by what is above:

Fanuary lat, entreating he would adminiſter unto him the Oarh: 
which the foreſaid Proclamation required to be taken ; that fo 
ſubmitting himſelf to the Government, he might have its Prote- 
tion. TheCollonel received him with all Expreſſions of Kindneſs ; 
nevertheleſs ſhiited the adminiſtring the Oaths to him, aliedging, 
 thatby the Proclamation 1t did not belong to him, but to the 
Sherriffs, Bailyffs of Regalities, and Magiſtrates of Burghs, 
to adminiſter them. Mac-jan complaining that by .this Diſap- 
pointment he might be wronged, the time being now near the 
expiring, and the Weather ſo extreme, andthe ways ſo very bad, 
that it was not poſlible for him ſo ſoon to reach any Sherriit, 
&c. got from Collonel #1, under his Hand, his ProteQtion ; 
and withal he was aflured, that no Orders from the Government 
againſt him ſhould be put in Execution, until he were firſt adver- 
tiſed, and had time allow'd him to apply himſelf to King or 
Council for his own Safety. But the better to make all ſure, 
( though this mighr have ſeemed Security enough for that time ) 
with all diſpatch iniaginable he poſted ro Inverary, the Chief 
Town of Argileſhire, there he found Sir Collin Campbel, of Ard- 
kinlis, Sherriff of that Shire, and crav'd of him the Benefit of 
the Indemnity, according to the TC he b-ing willing 

to

toper form all the Conditions requir'd.Sir Colin at firſt ſcrupled to ” 
admit him to {the Oaths, the time which the Proctamarion did ap- - 
point being elapſed by one day, alledging it would be of no uſe 
to him then to take them : - But: Mac-jar repreſented that it was - 
not his fault, he having come in time enough to Collonel #4, 
not doubting but he could have adminiſtred the Oaths to him, 
and that upon his refuſal he had made ſuch haſte to Imverary, -- 
that he migbt have come in time enough, had not the extremity - 
of the Weather hinder'd him ; and even as it was, he-was but 
one day after the Time appointed , and- that would be very un- 
becoming the Government to take advantage of a'Man's coming - 
late by one Day, eſpecially when he had done his utmoſt to have 
come in time. Upon this, and his threatning to proteſt againſt 
the Sherriff for the ſeverity of this Uſage , - he adminiſtred to 
him and his Attendants the Oaths, Mac-jan depending upon the 
Indemnity granted to theſe who ſhould take them ; and having - 
ſo done, he went home, and lived quietly and -peaceably under 
the Government, till the day of his Death. 

. In Fanwary laſt, a Party of the Earl of Argile's Regiment came ' 
to-that Countrey, the Deſign of "their coming was then ſuſpe- 
ted. to be to-take courſe with thoſe who ſhould ſtand .out, and © 
not ſubmit, and take the Oaths. . The Gariſon of /zverlochy be- - 
ing throng 'd,: and Glenco being commodions for Quartering, as 
being near that Gariſon, thoſe Soldiers were ſent thither to Qyar- 
ter; .they pretended they came to exaCt Arrears -of Ceſs and 
Hearth-Mony, ( a Tax never known in Scotland, until laid on by 
the Parliament; -1 690,- after the Parliament of England had eaſed 
themſelves of it; ) c'er they entred Glenco, that Laird, or his + 
Sons, came otit to meet them, and asked them if they came as 
Friends, or as Enemies ? The Officers anſwered, as Friends and - 
gave their Paroll of Honour, that they would do neither himnor + 
hisConcerns any harm ; upon which he welcom'd them, promiſing 
them the beſt Entertainment the Place could afford. This he re- 
ally performed, as-all the Soldiers confeſs. He and they lived 
together in mutual. Kindneſs and Friendſhip fifteen days, or 
thereabout;: ſo far was he from: fearing- any Hurt from them. 
And the very laſt Day of his-Life he ſpent in keeping Company 
with the Commander of that Party,” Capt. Campbell of Glenlyon, 
playing at Cards with him till 6 or- 7 at Night, and at their part- 


ing 
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ing mutual Proteſtations of Kindneſs were renewed. Some 
time that very day, but whether before or after their parting, ! 
know not, Capt. Campbell had theſe Orders ſent him from-Ma- 
jor Duncanſon, a Copy whereof I here ſend you.

F0OU are hereby ordered to fall upon the Rebels- the Mac Donalds 
of Glenco, ard put all ro the Sword under 70. You are to have 
eſpecial Care, that the Old Fox and his Sons do upon 10 account eſcape 
or Hards ;, You are to ſecure all the Avenues, that n0o' Man eſcape : 
his youu are toput in Execution at frve a Clock inthe Morning preciſe= 
ly, and by that time,.01 very ſhortly after it, PII ftrive to be at you with a 
ſtronger Party, if I do not come to you at five, you are mt 10 tarry for 
me,* but to fall on. This is by the King's SPECIAL COMMAND, 
for the Good and Safety of the Countrey , that theſe Miſcreants may 
be cut off, Root and Branch, See that this be put in execition without 


Fend or Favour, elſe you may expett to be treated as not true to the - 


King or Government, nor a Man fit t0 carry Commiſſion in the King's 


Service. Expefling you will not fail in the fulfilling hereof, as you dove ©

forthwith to ons your Aﬀ airs'ſo, as that the ſeveral Poſts rs 
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aſſigned you, be by you and your ſeveral Detachments fallen in Afton 
—_ preciſely by five a Clock, to morrow Morning, .being Saturday ; 
at which time I will endeavour the ſame with thoje appointed from this 
Regiment for the other places. It will be moſt neceſſary you ſecure thoſe 
Avenues on the South ſide, that the old Fox, nor none of his Cubs get 
away. The Orders are that none be ſpared, from 70. of the Sword, nor 
the Government troubled with Priſoners. This 4s all, until I ſee you,

=—_ E Soldiers being diſpoſed five or three in a Houſe, ac- 
cording to the number of the Family they were to allaſlinate, 
had their orders given them ſecretly. They had heen all receiv'd 
as-Friends by thoſe poor People , who intending no Evil them- 
{elves, little ſuſpected that their Gueſts were deſigned to be their 
Murtherers. At 5 a Clock in the Morning they began their 
bloody Work, ſurpriſed and butchered 38. perſons, who had 
kindly received them under their Roofs. Mac-jar himſelf was 
murthered, and is much-bemoan'd ; he was a ſtately well-fa- 
voured Man, and of good Courage and Senſe: As allo the Laird 
Archintrikin, a Gentleman of more than ordinary Judgment and 
Underſtanding, who had ſubmitted to the Government, and had 
Collonel #ils ProteCtion in his Pocket, which he had got three 
Months before. I cannot without: horror. repreſent how that. a 
Boy about Eight Years of Age was murthered ; he ſeeing what 
was done to others in the Houſe with him, in a terrible Fright 
rut out of the Houſe, and eſpying Capt. Campb-ll, graſped him 
about the Legs, crying for Mercy, and offering to be his Ser- 
vant all his Life, Iam inform'd Capt. Campbell inclined to = 

im, 
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him; but one Drummond, an Officer, barbarouſly run his Dagger 
through him , whereof he died immediately. The rehearſal 
cf ſeveral Particulars and Circumſtances of this tragical Story, 
makes it appear moſt doleful ; as that Mac-jar was kill'd as he 


was drawing on his Breeches, ſtanding before his Bed, and giving © 


orders to his Servants for the good Entertainment of thoſe who 
murthered him ; while he was ſpeaking the words, he was ſhot 
through the Head, and fell dead in his Ladies Arms, who thro' 
the grief of this, and other bad Uſages ſhe met with, died the 
next day. It isnot to be omitted, that moſt of thoſe poor Pco- 
ple were kill'd when they were aſleep, and none was allowed to 
pray to God for Mercy. Providence ordered it ſo, that that 


Night was moſt boiſterous ; ſo as a Party of 4co Men, who 


ſhould have come to the other end of the Glen, and begun the 
like Work there at the ſame hour, ( intending that the poor In- 
habitants ſhould be encloſed,and none of them eſcape} could not 
march that length , until it was Ninea Clock, and this afforded 
to many an opportunity of eſcaping, and none were kill'd bur 


thoſe in whoſe Houſes Cambell of Glenlyon's Men were Quartered,- 


otherwiſe all the Male under 76 Years of Age, to the number 
of 200, had been cutoff, for that was the order ; and it might 
have eaſily been executed, eſpecially conſidering that the Inha- 
bitants had no Arms at that time ; for upon the firſt hearing that 
the Soldiers were coming to the Glen, they had conveyed them 
all out of the way : F8## tho' they rely'd on the Promiſes which 
were made them for their Safety ; yet they thought it not impro- 
bable that they might be difarm'd. I know not whether to im- 
pute it to difficulty of diſtinguiſhing the difference of -a few 


Years, or to the Fury of the Soldiers, who being once glutted” 


with -Blood, ſtand at nothing, that even ſome above Seventy 
Years of Ape were deſtroyed. They {et all the Houſes on Fire, 
drove off all the Cattle to the Gariſon of” Inverlochy, viz. goo 


Cows,2ooHorſes,and a great manySheepandGoats,and there they + 


were divided among the Officers. And how diſmal may you 
imagine the Caſe of 'the poor Women and Children was then ! 


It was lamentable, paſt expreſſion ; their Husbands and Fathers, - 


and neareſt Relations were forced to flee for their Lives; they 
themſelves almoſt ſtript, and nothing left them, and their 


Houſes being burnt, and not .one Houſe _— than fix Miles F 
an 
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and to pet thither they were to paſs over Mountains,and Wreaths 
of Snow, in a vehement Storm, wherein the greateſt part of 
them periſhed through-Hunger and Cold. It fills me with hor- 
ror £0 think of poor ſtripr Children, and Women, ſome with 
Child, and ſome giving Suck, wreſtling againſt a Storm in 
Mountains, and heaps of Snow, and at length to be overcome, 

and give over, and fall down, and cie miſerably. 
You ſee in Hamilton's Order to Duncanſon, there's a ſpecial 
_ Caution, that the old Fox, nor none of his Cubs ſbould.eſcape ; and 
in Duncanſen's Order to Capt. Campbell of Glenlyon, that the old 
Fox, nor none of his Sons eſcape; but notwithſtanding all this wick- 
ed Caution , it pleaſed God that the two young Gentlemen, 
AMacjarn's Sons eſcaped : For it bappened that. the younger of 
theſe Gentlemen -truſted little to the fair Promiſes of Cambell, 
and had a more watchful Eye over him than his Father or Bro- 
ther, who ſuffered themſelves by his reiterated Oaths to be de- 
luded into a Belief of his Integrity : He having a ſtrong Impreſ- 
ſion on his Spirit, that ſome miſchievous Deſign was hidden un- 
der Cambell's ſpecious Pretences, it made him, af:er the reſt 
were in Bed, remain inaretired Corner, where he had an ad- 
vantageous proſpettinto their Guard. About midnight perceiving 
ſeveral Soldiers to enter it, this encreaſed.his Jealouſie z ſo he 
went and communicated his Fears to his Brother, who could not 
for a long time be perſuaded there was any bad Deſign againſt 
them, and aſſerted, that what he had ſeen was not a doubling 
of their Guards in order to any ill deſign, but that being in a 
ſtrange place, andat a diſtance from the Garriſon, they were 
to ſend :out Sentinels far from the Guard, and becanſe of the 
Extremity of the Weather relieved them often, and that the Men 
he ſaw could be no more but theſe. Yet. he preſiſting to ſay, 
that they were fiot ſo ſecure, but that it was fit to acquaint their 
Father with what he had ſeen, he prevailed with his Brother to 
riſe, and go with him to his Father, who lay in a room conri- 
g40us to that they were in. Though what the younger Son a]- 
ledged made no great Impreſſion on his Father, yet he allowed 
his Sons totry what they could diſcover. They well knowing 
all skulking places there, went and hid themſelves near to a 
Sentinel's Poſt , where inſtead .of one. they diſcovered eight or 
ten Men ; this made them more.inquiſitive, ſo they crept as near 
as 
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8s they could without being diſcovered, ſo near that they could 
hear one fay to his Fellows, that he liked nor this Work, and that 


: had he known .of .it he would have been very unwilling to have come 


there ;, . but that none, except their Commanders, knew of it till within 
a quarter of an hour. The Soldier added, that he was willing to 
fight againſt the Men of theGler, bur it was baſe to murder them: 
But to all this was anſwered , Al! the blame be on ſuch as gave the 
Orders; we are free, being bound to obey our officers. Upon hearing of 
theſe words the young Gentlemen retired as.quickly and quietly 
as they could towards the Houſe, to inform their Father of what 
they had heard ; but as they came nigh to it they perceived it ſur- 
rounded, and heard Guns diſcharged, and the People ſhrieking ; 
whereupon, being unarm'd, and totally unable to reſcue their 
Father, they.preſerved their own Lives in-hopes yet tolſerve their 
King and Country, and ſee Juſtice done upon thoſe HelI-hounds, 
treacherous Murtherers, the Shame of their Country and Dif- 
grace of Mankind. ; 

I muſt not forget to tell you , that there were twoof theſe Of- 
ficers who .had given their .Paroll of Honour to Mac-jan, 
who refuſed to be concerned in that brutal Tragedy , for which 
they were ſent Priſoners to Glaſcow, where if they remain nor 
ſtill, I am ſure they were ſome Weeks ago. 


Thus, -Sir, in obedience to your Commands I have ſent you 
ſuch account as I could get of that monſtrous and moſt inhu- 
man Maſſacre of the Laird of Glenco , and others of his Clax. 
You deſire ſome Proofs of the Truth of the _— for you ſay 
there are many in England who cannot believe ſuch a thing could 
bedone, and fpublick Juſtice not executed upon the Ruffans : 
For.they take it.for granted, that no ſuch Order could be given 
by the Government ;z and you ſay they will never believe it with- 
out a..downright Demonſtration. Sir, As tothe Government; 
I will not meddle with it, or whether theſe Officers who murder- 
ed Glenco , had ſuch Orders as they pretended from the Go- 
vernment ; the Government knows that beſt, and how to vin- 
dicate their own Honour, and puniſh the Murtherers who pre- 
tended their Authority, and till ſtand upon it. But as to the 
Matter of FaCt ofthe Murther of Glenco, you may depend upon rt, 


as certain and undeniable: It would: be thought as ſtrange a 
Pa | thing 
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thing in Scotland for any- Man to doubt ofit, as ofthe Death of 
my Lord Dundee, or with you that the Dnke of Monmouth loſt 
his Head. But to Put you out of all donbt, you will Cer long 
have my Ld. A-gle's Regiment with you in Zonaon, and there 
you may ſpeak with Glenhyon himſelf, with Drummond and the 
reſt of the Aftors in that diſmal Tragedy ; and on my Life, there 


15 never 2 one. of them will deny it to = z for they know that it.

is notoriouſly known all over Scotland, and it 1s an admiration to 
us that there ſhould be any one in England who makes the leaſt 
doubt of it. Nay, Glenlyon is ſo far from denying it, that he 
brags of it , and Juſtifies the Action publickly : He faid 
in the Royal Coffee-houſe in Edinburgh, that he would do it a-. 
gain; nay , that he would ſtab any Man in Scotland or in En- 
gland, without asking the cauſe, if the King gave himorders, and 
That it was every good Subjeft's duty ſo to do; and I'am credibly 
informed , that Glenlyon.and the reſt of them have addreſs'd them 


ſelves to the Council for a_ Reward for their good Service, in 


deſtroying Glerco purſuant to their Orders. 

There is enough of this mournful fubjeft : If whatl have ſaid 
fatifie you not, you may have what Proof, and in what manner 
ye pleaſe to ask 1t- ;

N. B, That the Gentleman to whom this Letter was ſent, did on Thu {ay 
June 30. 1692, when the Ld, 4rgyle's Regiment was quartercd at Brentfora, go 
thither,aud had this Story of the Maſſacre of Glenco from the veryMen whowere the 
Attors in it : Gleniyon and Drummond were both there, The Highlander who 
told him the Story, "expreſſing the Guilt which was viſible in Glenlyon, ſaid, Glen- 
co bangs about Glenlyon Night and Day, and you may ſee him in his Face. 1 am 
told likewiſe thar Sr, Joby Lowther refuſed ro accept of the Place of Ld, Advocate 
of Scorland, unleſs he might have liberty to proſecute Glenlyon,and the reſt of the 
Mortherers of Glenco which not being granted, James Stuart (who-was fofcited for 
Treaſon by K. C: 2. and fince Knighted by K, Is.) hasnow the Place, 
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
